On  March  19,  the  Student  Council 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  Calumet 
Center  held  a  meeting.  At  this  time 
President  Seroczynski  announced 
that  the  annual  University  Ball 
would  be  June  2. 

Phil  stated  that  the  dance,  which 
is  sponsored  by  Indiana  Extension 
in  Hammond  and  Gary;  Purdue, 
Hammond,  and  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  will  be  held  at  the  National 
Guard  Armory  on  173rd  Street,  three 
blocks  west  of  Kennedy  Avenue. 

Each  of  the  four  schools  involved 
has  certain  responsibilities :  Indi¬ 
ana  Universities,  decorations;  Pur¬ 
due,  music,  tickets,  refreshments;

Seroc¬ 
zynski  stated  that  this  group  has 
special  stereophonic  equipment 
which  should  make  for  even  more 
enjoyable  sounds.

Sasser  and  Margaret  Frechette  out¬ 
standingly  portrayed  a  typical  Eng¬ 
lish  couple,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Condo- 
mine.

Jocelyn  Kissela  played  the  deceased 
Mrs.  Condomine,  with  a  delightful 
arrogance.  She  created  turmoil  and 
added  laughter  to  their  lives.  To 
add  to  the  variety  of  characters, 
Ernie  Roth  played  the  incompetent 
but  prosperous  Dr.  Bradman  with 
Mary  Lou  Kandalac  as  his  flighty 
wife.  These  characters  are  all  in¬ 
volved  in  a  seance  conducted  by 
Madam  Arcate,  played  by  Made¬ 
leine  Frechette,  resulting  in  hilar¬ 
ious  consequences.  Completing  this 
capable  cast  is  the  maid,  portrayed 
by  Kathy  Shatkowski,  whose  role, 
unaware  to  the  audience,  till  the 
third  act,  became  a  major  one. 

All  are  to  be  congratulated  on 


their  fine  performances.  The  play 
was  highly  successful.

Educator  Asks 
For  Campaign  On 
School  Dropouts 

George  T.  Wilkins,  Illinois  public 
instruction  superintendent,  recently 
urged  a  campaign  to  meet  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  school  dropouts. 

“The  school  drop-out  will  work  at 
menial  jobs  for  low  pay,  he  will  be 
employed  only  seasonally  and  he 
will  have  to  deny  his  family  many 
of  the  decencies  of  life,”  Wilkins 
said. 

He  urged  widespread,  coopera¬ 
tive  programs  formed  with  the  par¬ 
ticipation  of  business,  industry, 
school  PTA’s,  school  boards  and 
administrators  to  meet  this  prob¬ 
lem. 

Wilkins,  in  an  address  to  Wauke¬ 
gan’s  Glen  Flora  Parent  Teacher 
Association,  said  higher  welfare 
rolls,  delinquency,  robbery,  family 
tragedy  and  higher  taxes  are  large¬ 
ly  caused  by  students  who  fail  to 
complete  their  education. 

He  also  called  for  a  system  of 
junior  colleges  throughout  Illinois 
in  the  next  decade  to  provide  the 
best  possible  program  of  education 
for  all  students.

Only  this  way 
can  students  weigh  the  facts  and 
cast  their  votes  properly  whether 
it  be  for  me  or  any  opposing  candi¬ 
dates.” 

GEORGE  CARTER  is  one  of  two 
candidates  seeking  the  office  of  vice- 
president.  When  asked  his  plans 
George  said,  “According  to  the  con¬ 
stitution  the  vice-president  of  the 
Student  Council  is  ‘to  perform  all 
of  the  usual  duties  of  the  vice-presi¬ 
dent.’  This  as  you  can  see  is  a  very 
general  explanation  of  the  duties  of 
the  vice-president.  Nevertheless  I 
hope  to  and  shall  perform  all  duties 
as  best  I  can.  My  main  promise  is 
to  do  everything  in  my  power  to  im¬ 
prove  both  school  spirit  and  com¬ 
munication.” 

HERMAN  JERRY,  also  a  candi¬ 
date  for  vice-president,  stated,  “If 
I  am  elected  to  the  office  of  vice- 
president  I  shall  execute,  with  the 
best  of  my  ability,  the  duties  of  the 
vice-president  as  outlined  in  the 
Constitution.

In  stating  his  plans  he 
had  this  to  say,  “If  I  am  elected  to 
the  office  of  secretary,  I  will  try, 
with  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  per¬ 
form  the  duties  of  that  position  as 
stated  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Council.  I  will  endeavor  par¬ 
ticularly  to  represent  the  whole  of 
the  student  body,  from  the  fresh¬ 
man  to  the  senior  classes.  The  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  1962-63  Student  Council, 
whoever  he  will  be,  will  receive  my 
assistance  in  all  of  the  Council  pur¬ 
suits.

I  would  like  to 
do  my  part  now  in  development  of 
it  to  be  a  fine  institution  of  the  fu¬ 
ture.  My  favorite  occupation  is 
dealing  with  people,  and  through 
this  office  I  can  acquaint  myself 
with  fellow  classmates,  and  unite 
out  efforts  toward  this  common 
goal.” 

JULIAN  PEREZ,  thus  far  the 
only  candidate  seeking  the  office  of 
treasurer  had  this  to  say,  “I  am 
running  for  the  office  of  treasurer 
of  the  Student  Council  because  I 
feel  I  am  qualified  for  the  position. 
I  have  an  accounting  major  and  a 
management  minor  which  I  think 
are  essential  to  the  post.”

Council  President 
Views  Spirit  of 
Student  Elections 

“This  definitely  does  not  look  good  for  Center  students.  Petitions  for 
three  candidates  have  been  filed  in  the  Dean’s  office,  and  election  week 
is  drawing  near.  This  reflects  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  student  body,” 
commented  Phil  Seroczynski,  president  of  the  Student  Council,  at  the 
March  19  Council  meeting.  - 


When  asked  for  his  opinion  con¬ 
cerning  the  main  reason  for  lack  of 
interest,  Phil  said,  “Probably  the 
fact  we  are  a  day  school.  With  most 
students  holding  part-time  jobs  and 
some  traveling  goodly  sized  dis¬ 
tances  to  and  from  school,  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  for  them  to  participate  whole¬ 
heartedly  in  school  affairs.  Also,” 
continued  Phil,  “our  constitution 
was  written  for  the  students  at 
Rensselaer  and  there  is  a  great  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  conditions  here 
and  there.  But  this  does  not  permit 
students  to  shirk  their  duties.” 

Although  he  would  like  to  hoid 
office  again  next  year,  Phil  will 
graduate  in  January  1963,  and  is 
unable  to  compete  for  office.  Look¬ 
ing  to  next  year,  Seroczynski  says 
the  Council  should  revamp  the  pres¬ 
ent  constitution.  “A  good  constitu¬ 
tion,”  claims  Phil,  “is  essential  to 
a  good  job,  and  as  it  stands  we  have 
a  poor  constitution.” 

Phil  has  many  memories  of  his 
term  as  Council  president.  “The 
biggest  problem  my  administration 
faced  was  trying  to  schedule  meet¬ 
ings  at  the  most  convenient  time. 
The  hardest  and  most  successful 
project  we  sponsored  was  the  March 
of  Dimes  basketball  game.  Few 
people  realize  how  the  Center  bene¬ 
fited  from  the  publicity  given  to  the 
game,”  remarked  the  prexy. 

“I  feel  one  of  the  main  reasons  we 
had  a  successful  administration  was 
the  undying  effort  put  forth  by  our 
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social  committee  chairman,  Liz 
Szelestey.  Without  her  initiative 
and  drive,  many  of  the  events  would 
not  have  turned  out  as  successful 
as  they  did.  Cooperation  is  the  key 
to  success.” 

Hoping  the  students  would  elect 
the  best  officers  in  the  election,  Phil 
concluded  by  telling  of  the  honor  he 
has  had  by  being  Student  Council 
president.

;,I-  college  applicants  equal  one  college  freshman. 

The  typical  college  applicant,  Crossland  says,  files  three  or  four 


nlications  to  different  institutions. 
\  re  than  fifty  per  cent  of  all  appli- 
»its  send  their  applications  to 
[,,er  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  col¬ 
lies  and  universities. 

Vhen  the  immense  paper  shuffling 
il  grade  weighing  subsides,  how- 
e;r,  the  four  college  applicants  be- 
cne  only  one  college  freshman. 

'We  might  call  it  a  statistical 
pmomenon,”  says  Crossland  who 
i:  director  of  admissions  at  New 
irk  University — a  private  institu¬ 
te  with  43,000  students  in  fifteen 
v  'ious  divisions. 

frossland  said  in  an  interview 
tit  only  25  to  50  of  the  nation’s 
200  institutions  of  higher  learning 
hVe  more  applicants  than  they  can 
Indie.

Crossland  sees  the  high  school 
guidance  counselor  as  a  key  to  the 
problem.  He  sees  parents  and  their 
neighbors  as  hindrances  to  a  solu¬ 
tion. 

“It’s  getting  so  that  the  counselor 
is  like  a  football  coach,”  he  said. 
“He’s  expected  to  produce,  and  that 
often  means  getting  junior  into  a 
‘prestige’  school  that  might  not  be 
right  for  junior.” 

“Everybody  is  an  expert  on  col¬ 
leges,”  he  added.  “Mom  and  dad 
remember  the  one  they  attended 
and  think  they  know  what’s  best. 
The  neighbor  has  his  recommenda¬ 
tion.  The  counselor  often  is  the  last 
one  listened  to.” 

An  increasing  number  of  trans¬ 
fers  reflects  the  growing  number  of 
“bad  first  choices,”  Crossland  said. 

While  Crossland  maintains  there 
is  no  admissions  crisis  now,  he  said 
one  may  develop  within  the  next 
three  or  four  years  as  a  result  of  the 
high  birth  rate  since  World  War  II.

Mr.  Harold  A(hor 
Addresses  Students 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  was  hon¬ 
ored  to  have  a  guest  speaker  whose 
intelligence  and  ingenuity  have  been 
of  great  importance  to  our  country. 
Mr.  Harold  Achor,  who  works  for 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department 
of  the  United  States  Government, 
gave  a  talk  on 
income  t  a  x  to 
Mr.  Lewin’s  re¬ 
tailing  class  plus 
other  Commerce 
Club  members. 

Ninety  per  cent 
of  those  present 
were  not  able  to 
answer  his  open¬ 
ing  question, 

“Who  is  Uncle 
Sam?”  The  an¬ 
swer  is  all  of  us. 

After  a  brief  introduction  he  began 
to  explain  the  tax  structure,  stating 
that  we  are  on  the  honor  system  to 
file  correct  income  tax  returns.  Mr. 
Achor  said  if  we  don’t  file  our  re¬ 
turns  we  can  and  will  be  forced  to 
do  so.  If  we  don’t  keep  adequate 
records  in  order  to  file  our  tax  re¬ 
turns  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  will  form  records  based  on  the 
average  of  what  our  tax  should  be. 
The  department  also  has  the  right 
to  determine  average  records  for  a 
business  when  records  aren’t  kept 
properly. 

Mr.  Achor  stated  that  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  in  forming  a  business  to  obtain 
good  advice  on  tax  structures.  He 
then  passed  out  an  employer’s  tax 
guide  which  pointed  out  what  the 
employer  is  obliged  to  do  on  hiring 
new  employees,  on  each  payment 
of  wages  an  employee  receives,  and 
what  must  be  done  at  different  pe¬ 
riods  during  the  year. 

“Speaking  from  the  employer’s 
viewpoint,”  the  lecturer  said,  “I  am 
obliged  to  withhold  Federal  Income 
taxes.  If  I  withhold  any  money  from

In  summary,  he  said,  “The  In 
nal  Revenue  men  are  not  out  to 
you  but  rather  they  are  out  to  1 
you.  However,  if  you  neglect  to 
your  tax  return,  they  are  out  to 
that  you  comply  to  the  law  and 
your  return  correctly.” 

“It  is  necessary  to  keep  accui 
records.  It  is  essential  that  recc 
be  kept  up  to  three  years  from 
date  the  tax  return  is  filed.”
